recognition by the law-making power, un- 
less subsequent acts have changed, modi-

The gu 4 acts of March 23, and 
July 19. 1867, to my apprehension. have no 
bearing whatever upon this question ; they, 
in no degree, modify or change the act of 
March 2d, in respect tothe time when. or 
theeecnditions upon which the first four 
sections of that act become inoperative. 

The act of June 25, 1858. only remaining 
act which relates to the government and 
restoration of the rebel States, seems to 
have been passed mainly in pursuance of 
those port ions of the fifth section of the act 
of March 2, 1867, which provide for the sub- 
mission to,and approval by Congress of the 
constitutions framed for the several States, 
and for a declaration by Congress that the 
States are entitled to representation. It 
contains a conditional approval of the con- 
stitutions formed for certain of the rebel 
States, and the re-affirming one of the 
Original conditions of restoration, provi ſes 
that after the ratification of the 14th 
Amendment by the Legislatures of the said 
States, they shall be entitied and admitted 
to representation. In this there seems to 
be no departure from the original act: that 
act also provided that when the prescribed 
terms and conditions should be complied 
with. the States should be entitled and ad- 
mitted to representation, but it made the 
cessation of military control dependent on 
the actnal admission of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives; and the act of June 25th 
leaves this matter where the original act 
placed it. The plan of reconstruction con- 
templates five great steps. 

Ist. The formation of a State Constitu- 
tion. 2d. The approval of the Constitution 
by Congress. 31. The ratification of the 
XIVch Amendment. 4ih. The declaration 
by Congress that the State is entitled to 
representation; and Sth. The final act of 
recognition—the admission of Senators and 
Representatives on their taking the oath 
prescribed by law. When mull these steps 
ure taken, the powers conferred on military 
commanders cease to exist; until then they 
may be exercised. The persons elected as 
Senators by the Legisiature of Georgia 
have never been admitted to the Senate, 
and no Representatives from the State have 
| been admitted tothe present House of Rep- 
|resentatives. I therefore respectfully sub- 
mit that the work of reconstruction here 
has not been completed. and that conse- 
quently the powers conferred on military 
commanders may still be exerc’sed within 
the State. 

Tuns far I have proceeded on the assump- 
tion that all the conditions precedent to 
restoration have been complied with by 
Georgia, but I now submit that the 14th | 
Amendment has not been duly ratified by 
its Legislature. The act of June 25, 1868. 
in its concluding section, provides that “no 
person prohibited from office under the 
United States. or under any State, by sec- 
tion 3 of the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, known 
as Article 14, shall be eligible to any office 
in either of said States. unless relieved 
from disability, as provided in said amend- 
ment; “ thus in effect prescribing the char- 
acter of the Legislature by which said 
amendment should be adopt ed. as a condi- 
tion precedent to restoration: that is tosa 
Legislatures composed of persons eligible 
to office under that amendment. No snch 
Legislature has yet assembled in Georgia; 
for it is well ascertained that in the Legis-

There have been several official acts of 
the Executive and Legisiative Deparments 
of the Government bearing upon this ques- 
tion. some of which declare or imply that 
the State has been restored to its normal 
condition, others that it has not been. Of 
the former class are, Firat. The order of 
General Meade declaring the State restored, 
and withdrawing from the exercise of mil- 
itary control over it, Secondly. General 
Orders No. 55 Adjutant General's Office 
Washington. July 23, 1868, declaring that 
the Tiied Military District had ceased to 
exist; and Thirdly. The admission of mem- 
bers from Georgia to the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Fortieth Congress. Of 
the latter class ure: The refusal of the Sen- 
ate to admit the persons elected to it from 
Georgia; the refusal of the present House 
ot Re pres sentatives to admit members to it 
from the State, and the refusal of Congress 
to count in the accustomed manner the 
electoral vote of the State at the recent 
Presidential election. It is hardly neces- 
gary to suggest that the argument to be 
drawn from this action, as a whole, is 
strongly against the proposition that the 
State has been restored. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my
